Indicating  the  problem  of  the  En¬ 
listment  Department  the  declaration 
was  made  that  while  Southern  Bap¬ 
tists  have  a  large  number  of  additions 
to  their  churches  every  year,  they  are 
losing  one  out  of  every  three  new 
members,  because  of  their  failure  to 
properly  nurture  them.  It  was  also 
declared  that  11,000  out  of  a  total  of 
29.000  local  churches  were  not  enlist¬ 
ed  In  the  general  work  of  the  denomi¬ 
nation.  and  are  considering  nothing 
more  than  their  local  work.  It  was 
with  a  view  to  correcting  these  two 
situations  that  the  Enlistment  De¬ 
partment  was  organized  about  12 
years  ago.  During  the  past  year  the 
representatives  of  this  department 
have  organized  69  new  churches,  have 
held  service  with  1514  pastorless  rhur 
ches,  conducted  723  Every  Member 
Canvasiws.  enlisted  3,100  volunteers 
brought  about  the  establishment  of 
2.675  family  altars. 

Am  extensive  work  Is  being  done  a- 
mong  4.000.000  foreigners  In  the  ter¬ 
ritory  of  the  Convention  It  was  an¬ 
nounced.
